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Japanese patents JP 63-169330, JP 11-302791, and JP 2001-262282 are 
discussed in the Applicants 1 specification on pages 1 -2 and are relevant for reasons discussed 
therein. English-language abstracts of these patents are included herewith. 

In addition, Japanese patents JP 4-65141, JP 2-18379, JP 8-246105, JP 5- 
255816, and JP 2002-194505 were cited in an International Search Report (ISR) dated 
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the ISR, indicating that they are not considered to be of particular relevance. Furthermore, the 
International Preliminary Examination Report (IPER) dated November 16, 2004, indicates 
that the claims in the PCT application meet the international standards of patentability. A 
courtesy copy of the ISR and IPER are enclosed herewith for the Examiner's convenience. 
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
